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EXPLANATION of the JOURNAL. 



I HE Journal consists of twelve pages, one being devoted to each month in the 
year. Fach page is a Journal for one month, and is divided into twenty-ihree co- 
lumns, the purpose of each of which is sufficiently indicated by the title on the top of it. 

The attainments and conduct of the Scholar are indicated by marks placed oppo- 
site to the day of the month, and directly under that branc h of study in which he 
has excelled, or been found negligent. The marks are of two kinds, to denote 
APPROBATION or Dis\ppROBAHON, the former marks bemg made with conumn 
mk, and the latter with red. 

Reg'ular Attendance. 

To show that the Student has been present at the hour appointed for opening the 
School, the murk consists of a perpendicular stroke or one n arly so, in the column 
entitled Attendance, and under the number at the top, by which the hour of meeting 
is denoted. 

Good Preparation. 

To show that a Student has given a good account of any lesson, the mark menti- 
oned above is placed in the column bearing the title of that branch of study. And 
to render the information on this subject as minute and satisfactory as possible, the 
more important studies are subdivided into their various branches, so that it is in- 
stantly known in what part of the Lesson, eminence or deficiency has been discover- 
ed. Thus, the Lo tin department has separate columns appropriated to Latin Gram- 
mar, Translation, Ktymulogy and Syntax, making Latin and Prosody. 

Precedence, 

The Scholar who is Captain of his Class, has the usual mark of approbation cros- 
sed by a horizontal stroke. LATbNl'^SS.

When a young Gendeman comes to School half an hour or more, after the hour

Instances of improper conduct are stigmatized by a cross made with red ink, 
in the column appropriated to that purpose. This mark is affixed to grosser faults ; 
such as, swearing, fighting, impertinence, reproachful language, losing books, injur- 
ing books, &c. 



Slighter offences, such as repeating too loud, getting from the seat unnecescarlly, 
forgetting books, kc. are marked by a single red stroke in the same column, under 
the general name of inattention.

The Parent or Guardian is to indicate, every evening or morning, his having seen 
the Journal of the preceding day, by making a stroke in the last column, entitled 
parents' INSPECTION, with common ink. This mark, it is expected, will be made 
by the lather; or, in his absence or necessary prevention by the Mother; and in 
her absence or prevention, by any person who may have charge of the young Gentle- 
man for the time.

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Holidays. 

When a Holiday lakes place, it is indicated by the le-.r h. in the column next 
to the day of the week.

In the decision of Prizes, the best will be adjudged to those who have the greatest 
number of marks of Approbation, after deducung all those for Disapprohalion, 
And the black Cross, or mark of Precedence in any Class, is to be held equivalent to- 
two marks for Regular Attendance or Good Preparation ; and, on the other hand, 
the red Cross, or mark of Improper Conduct, is to be held equivalent to ten marks 
for Lateness, Bad Preparation or Inattention, and will balance ten marks of Ap- 
probation. Suppose, for example, a Roy to have 36 marks of regular attendance, 
153 of Good Preparation, and 12 of Precedence in his Class, 29 of Lateness, 41 of 
Bad Preparation, 15 of Inattention, and 2 of Improper Conduct ; then, every mark 
used in the Journal being here introduced, for the purpose of illustration, his Ac- 
count will stand thus :
